NEW ZEALAND (27) V. LEICESTER

On the Welford road ground at Leicester. on 
Saterday the New Zealand XV. guined their 
seventh consecutive victory, defeating Leicester by 
3 placed goals, 1 penalty goal and 3 tries (27 
points) to nil. The match took place under delight- 
ful conditions, and so attractive did the fixture 
prove that fully 30,000 people assembled. The 
overthrow of the Leicester XV. pointless came as a 
great disappointment, but the New Zealanders 
thoroughly ‘deserved their success, for they were 
quicker to seize their chances, and from start to 
finish showed a marked superiority in tactica and 
speed. The absence of H. L. V. Day weakened the 
Leicester three-quarter line, but it probably did not 
affect the result in the slightest. Apart from Day, 
Leicester had their strongest available side, and 
while the forwards did not have a great. deal to 
reproach themselves with the three-quarters quite 
failed to reproduce even their crdinary form. In 
defence they nearly always went too high for their 
man, and in attack they committed blunders which 
probably a schoolboy line would ecarcely have been 
guilty of. Leicester did not lack opportunity, 
znd more than once they would have been over if 
they had not wasted their chances in snch prodigal 
fashion. Smallwood was a great offender, his judg- 
ment when in possession being almost invariably at 
fault.

CONNAUGHT. 


MAYO POTEEN PROSECUTIONS.—John 
Doherty, Portacloy, was prosecuted at Bel- 
mullet, Co. Mayo, under the Public Safety 
Act for being in possession of illicit spirits.

WHO OWNS GOREY’S LAMP POSTS?— 
Recently Gorey Town Commissioners decided 
not to renew their arrangement with the 
Gas Company. for lighting the town, and 
ordered twenty petro] lamps to take the place 
of the gas lamps. A question arose in the 
early part of last week as to the ownership 
of the standards in the streets, the Gas 
Company and the Town Commissioners both 
claiming them as their property. On Friday

(By Conor O’Brien.) 


In the following article Mr. Conor O'Brien, 
who is sailing round the world in his 
eleven-ton yacht Saoirse, gives his 
impressions of the Friendly, or Tonga, 
Islands, which lie 250 miles E.S.E. of 
Fiji. 


One’s first duty to one’s readers is to tell 
them what they already know, or what they 
expect to be told, which suggests that they 
aré omniscient, in language sufficiently 
recondite to flatter their opinion of their own 
culture. There is the additional advantage w 
the author that he need travel no further than 
the National Library in order to describe a 
“voyage round the world, 

have no doubt that I could write a very 
much better account of the Kingdom of Tonga 
in Kildare street than in Nukualofa; but 
since I have not access to any printed book», 
through which, as through a pair of tacivs, 
I, who am temperamentally myopic, might 
obtain a comprehensive view of my subject, I 
have to fall back on the primitive method of 
seeing things with the naked eye. This means 
seeing those things in which I take a special 
interest, and a special interest spoils one’s 
sense of proportion. But as for all the really 
important facts, are they not written in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica’? I do not pretend 
that the statements which I have taken from 
the man in the street have more than the 
slightest relation to facts. 

e most interesting to me, certainly the 
most obvious thing about a coral island, is 
that it is made of coral. As you sail in 
through the reef you can see it being made, 
an operation so fascinating that I will stop 
quite a long time and look on. 


THE CORAL INSECT. 


_ The method of construction of Tonga tdbu 
is quite simple, whatever truth there may be 
to the contrary in Darwin’s theory about 
other islands. You take a voloano—t y may 
be had for the asking hereabouts, but they 
don’t beep long. Falcon Island, for instance, 
quite a short time ago was three miles lon 
and 150 feet high; now it has ell wash 
away. However, after it has so far washed 
away that there is sixty fathoms of water 
over it, at goes no further; for wave action 
ceases at that depth. And just at that depth 
the work of the coral insect begins (I cannot 
call him a polyp, the word insect is hallowed 
by eo long tradition). He is a very much 
better builder than the volcano, and once he 
has laid a bed of concrete over the loose 
scoria, his work is permanent, and is only 
limited in extent by the level of low water. 
We can seldom study his habits on the outer 
reef on account of the surf; so we will look at 
one of the miniature atolls which ate forming 
in Nukualofa harbour—itself a big lagoon. 

Our example is not half a mile across, and 
the coral does not grow so luxuriantly as in 
the open ocean, but we can see every detail 
in satety in the smooth water. 


BLAZE OF COLOUR. 


It is a most amazing sensation to drift in a 
small boat over the edge of the reef. It is 
like being suspended above a steep, sandy 
cliff, crowned with a thicket of furze bushes. 
It is almost impossible to believe that one is 
not looking at vegetable growths; but if I am 
betrayed into calling these things by the 
names of familiar plants, be it remembered 
that 7 ae all eate—end. moreover, in the 
way of colour would eclipse 
sutomn hill-side. al yaaa au 

At the bottom of the steep slope of sand, 
where the blue of deep wate ‘ chimnises - 
green, are tall clumps of broom; they are 
poets on fragments of: solid rock which 

ve fallen down from the overhanging verge 
of the oliff, and in the still water thrust out 
their branches to a greater length than those 
nearer the surface. As the ground rises 
rapidly under us the bushes grow more fre- 
quent, and the: brilliancy of their colours is 
no aga modified by the medium, now almost 
colourless, through which they are seen. Then 
all at.once. the cliff is hidden by the fringe of 
what might be furze, but each spike is tipped 
with bright blue instead of with gold. How 
far the solid rock is below us we do not know : 
nothing can be seen through the dense tangle. 
But here the tops of the plants are neatly 
levelled off; that patch of bright green, 
like a big club moss, shows etalke all 
of the same length, the cree ing 
juniper sends no errant twigs above 
the line of low water. Here and there are 
depressions in the general surface, where 


violet; a saucer-shaped fun us, brown and 
purple; or the. white emispheres of 
mushrooms. 


BUTTERFLIES OF THE SBA. 


Here you will notice the butterflies of the 
sea hovering over and darting between tha 
branches; tiny fishes of the most marvellous 
colour. There is one of burnished copper ; 
one of emerald, banded with deep el 
mariné, and one the bluest blue that I have 
ever seen—bluer than the Nativity window in 
Gloucester Lady Chapel. A little further in, 
where the furze bushes have died, and their 
stripped stalks are falling in decay, patches 
of rock or sand will show between the 
mosses; and here you will see the things that 
crawl upon the bottom—fantastic  sea- 
urchins and star-fish, crabs and sea-slu 
coming shyly out of their holes (for tas 
slabs of rock are but the tangled branches 
of coral cemented together, and the whole 
ground is hollow underneath). And woe 
retide them if they walk into wrong hole, 
for it may be the gaping mouth of a giant 
clam that would take a man’s foot off. 

Towards the centre of our. miniature atoll 
the coral has died out, and the rock floor has 
become consolidated, and has sunk in the 
process; sand is filling the hollows; it is an 
incipient lagoon. It is now half-tide, and 
blocks of stone are showing all round us on 
the rim of the reef, thrown up there by the 
seas. In time they will accumulate above 
high water; some day a cocoanut will drift 
ashore and strike root, and in a few years 
behold the finished article! _ 

But it must have taken a great many years 
to biuld up Tongatébu. e remote con- 
vulsion raised its south-western side, IEA 
off the Island of Eua, which rises a thousan 
feet above the sea; and every foot of that 
thousand, and we do not know how many 
feet lie below it or used to lie above it, is 
coral rock. And I have no doubt that it 
was made in just the same way as that little 
been 


anchorage, which I have trying to 


describe. 


PALMGROVES. 


The next most obvious thin 
notices about a coral island is palms. 
Indeed, they are generally the thing the 
mariner notices; and he often thanks God | 
when the first palmgrove marks a hitherto 
invisible. reef, which has, perhaps, wrecked 
many ships, .I put them second, use I 
have seen. palms before. But there is no 
doubt of their primary importance onte you 
get on shore; my taste is not quite one with | 
that of the poet who sings of the spicy 
breezes; cocoanut oil may be an excellent 
thing in small doses, but copra in bulk is 
rather overpowering.

THE TOWN DESCRIBBD. 


But it is, and I must keep Py thoughts 
from straying from Nukualofa. will take a 
walk th h the town and recall them. 

The first thing that strikes one is the beauti- 
ful grass; short, fine grass everywhere, each 
house standing in the middle of a carefully- 
kept lawn—it Fe to be swept daily by statute. 
There are plenty of handsome trees every- 
where, but not so closely planted as to make 
the terf under them coarse or patchy. The 
trees are rather Siosppciating in the way 
of height ; the tallest are Norfolk Island pines, 
-and they were only planted by the late King ; 
in time they will grow to a hundred and fifty 
or two hu feet. Not only is there grass 
all round the houses, but even the side streets 
ate grass. It seems incredible that in a coun- 
try with an annual rainfall of sixty inches 
they should not be moragses; but the sub- 
soil is very porous, and so they keep in sur- 
prisingly good order. 

Another thing which one would think would 
militate against the grass is that the place 
swarms with pigs. I can only suppose that 
the Tonga p been trained to look for 
his food elsewhere than in one’s front garden. 
It also swarms with horses—no Tongan ever 
walks, and they cannot all run to motor cars— 
and with fowls, which are the next creatures 
after the pig for messing things up. In spite 
of all this, the general impression which the 
town leaves on one is of great neatness and 
tidinéss. The whole place is a flower garden, 
and not the least of its charms is that it is 
full of butterflies. I do not say that they are. 
larger or more brilliant than elsewhere, but 
they are tamer (there is not a butterfly net on 
the island), and, therefore. more conspicuous. 


THE HOUSES. 


The houses of this garden city—I am not 
now gen. of the imported abominations— 
are of a very peculiar design. I take it the 
original house—a specimen of which I saw in 
the building—was walled with reeds stuck 
into the ground, a dozen or so of them inclin- 
ing to the right, the next lot to the left, and 
go on; 80 that by interlacing them a firm sur- 
face is obtained. Evidently one could not 
work round corners with this system of con- 
struction, so there are no corners; in plan the 
thing is bi-apsidal, and this presents no diffi- 
culty for a thatched roof. But suitable reeds 
are becoming scarce, and weather-boarding is 
found to be more durable. The only difference 
this makes to the plan is that the apses are 
semi-dodecagonal instead of semi-circular. 
It must involve a tedious amount 
of fitting of short ends of 
boarding—one would suppose that a race of 
seamen and shipwights would lend the 
planks, but they do not—and when it comes 
to shaping a roof of corrugated iron, as is 
the fashion these days, over the thing, well, 
I should for all my prejudices, chuck tradition 
and baild my house rectangular. They say 
that the rounded ends are more resistent to 
hurricanes; but not many hurricanes come to 
Nukualafa, and there are plenty of square 


them. However, the Tongan’s prejudices are 
stronger than mine, and however square his 
house may be by first intention, he generally 
contrives to cut a corner off it somewhere. 


A CHURCH DISPUTE. 


His Churches also are apsidal; but how 
much this is, like his Government building, a 
leaning on the Romanesque I do not know. 
There are plenty of them to study; Tonga is 
rather aggressively religious and suppows 
eight Sir” you count Mormons. They 
are all extremely wealthy, though I fear that 
a good deal of that wealth will get into the 
hands of the lawyers over the great case 
which is now being tried, the Wee Frees v. 
the United Frees; or something analogous. 

This is the only thing the Tongans quarrel 
about now-a-days. In the old times—but how 
long ago I do not know, for my informant was 
rather vague in his chronology — there was 
plenty of fighting in the country. However, 
eventually the Central Government became 
consolidated, and turned its attention to 
building up an overseas Empire; and a fleet 
was fitted out to conquer Samoa and Fiji. The 
reason for this expansion is not obvious; 
Tonga was not over populated, and commercial 
disputes between the islands could never havo 
been worth fighting about. The “ Pacific 
Island Pilot” suggests that they went to take 
to themselves wives from the daughters of the 
foreigners; which seems unlikely in view of 
the fact that the Fijians are regarded as 
niggers; and the Tongan colony in Fiji, which 
remained autonomous till are 
recently, kept very much to itself. I thin 
myself it was purely the desire to travel. 1 
never saw such a restless people. 

Look at the ferry-boat coming in from 
Haapai. I call her the ferry-boat because she 
is a little cutter about half the size of 
‘Saoirse’; but she has come a hundred miles 
in pretty dirty weather. She has some score 
of passengers, men, women and children—the 
latter packed into the dinghy so that they 
cannot fall overboard. They have spent all 
the time on deck, for the hold is full of copra. 
If you ask them whet they are doing in that 
galley, very few could give a reason which | 
should think sufficiently cogent to make me 
face so much discomfort. They are just 
travelling. 


PLEASANT FELLOWS. 


So their ancestors went across the ocean in 
great canoes, each carrying a hundred of a 
crew, and to commemorate their prowess built

‘DELAYS.

The “ Ivish Free State Government 
Publicity Department has, issued a state 


ment to the British Press in reply to A 
series of attacks on the Irish Free State, 


ail points. out that, if there are any 


British supporters who lost their lives 
before the Truce, and in respect of whom 


any well-founded complaint lies, not 
against the Government of the Free State, 
but against the British Government. 

All the awards made by the. Wood- 
Renton Commission, it is pointed out, 
have been paid in full. 

In regard to property losses, the Free 
State Government discharges all awards 
irrespective of whether the applicant sup- 
ported one side or the other. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
persons described as loyalists have not 
had fait treatment from the Commission. 
Figures ate given to show that the awards 
to loyalists have been fixed “on a basis 
that is far drom niggardly.”’ . 


TEXT OF STATEMENT. 
SOME TYPICAL INSTANCES. 


The following is the text.of the statement :— 

‘‘In the campaign against the Free State 
at present being conducted by some news- 
papers and persons in England «hostile to 
Ireland reference has been made to the treat- 
ment of ‘Southern loyalists.” One of these 
newspapers recently deelared that ‘the King's 
loyal subjects in the Free State have been, 
many of them, murdered or driven from the 
country, and their property has been seized-or 
destroyed withont compensation having been 
paid to them.’ The object of this comment is 
to prejudice British opinion against the Irish 
Government and to suggest that that Govern- 
ment has been partial and unfair to one 
section of the citizens. It may be well, thete- 
fore, to recall some of the facts and to quote & 
few figures relative to the matter. 

“It will be remembered that the agree- 
ments made between the British and the Free 
State Governments for implementing | tne 
Anglo-Irish Treaty defined generally how 
liability for compensation in respect of pre- 
Truce losses should be met. In the case of 
personal injuries, including cases where there 
was loss of life, each side undertook to com- 
pensate its own supporters, A different line 
was taken as regards property, and in that 
ease each side assumed liability for the damage 
done by its own supporters. 

““H there are any British supporters who 
lost their lives before the Truce, and in 
respect of whom adequate cOmpensation has 
not been paid, any well-founded complaint 
lies, not against the Government of the Free 
State, but against the British Government. 

‘“‘UNFORTUNATE INCIDENTS.” 

“Again, no useful purpose seems to be 
served in endeavouring to make politica: 
capital at the present time out of the loses ot 
lives before the Truce. The struggle produced 
many unfortunate incidents on both sides, and 
it has to be remembered that there were un- 
doubtedly many cases of loss of life occasioned 
hy members of the Crown Forces, even apart 
from such incidents as the shooting of 

risoners alleged to have attempted to escape. 

far as the Ler of compensation is con- 
cerned, the British supporters have un- 
doubtedly been far more favourably treated 
than supporters of the popular side. : 

"Most of the British supporters got ex- 
travagant decrees from the County Courts 
before the Truce, and it was part of the 
arrangement made after the Treaty that these 
personal injury decrees would remain un- 
revised. The compensation being paid to Irish 
supporters as the result of the recommenda- 
tions of the Free State Johnson Committee or 
under the Free State Army Pensions Act «is 
on a far more modest scale than the awards 
made by the County Courts or the pensions, 
etc., provided under the Constabulary Acts 
for wounded R.1.C. or the dependents of 
R.I.C. killed on duty. 

“As regards peisonal injuries sustained 
after the Truce by members of British Forces 
—4.¢., cases of breaches of the Truce—a 
special arrangement was agreed to by which 
awards were to be made by the Wood-Renton 
Commission. All the awards so made have 
been discharged in full. They cover 76 cases 
and involve a total of £88,591. In addition 
to these, there were certain breaches of the 
Truce, for which decrees had been obtained 
from the County Courts. Although personal 
injury decrees in general were rendered 
legally invalid, it was decided to discharge 
these particular decrees.in full. There were 
41 cases where it was agreed that the incident 
was a breach of the Truee, and the decrees in 
these cases amounted to the total of £39,153, 
which has been discharged in full. 

PROPERTY: LOSSES. 
_ ““ As regards property losses, the position 
is that the Free State Government discharges 
all awards, irrespective of whether the appli- 
ceant supported one side or the other. In 
fact, when parecer cases come forward, 
the officials do not know or inquire to what 
side the applicant. belongs, as the point is 
irreleyant, except for the Compensation Com- 
mission, who have to settle how much of the 
total awards is payable by each Government, 
A separate note attached shows the general 
position in the case of property awards to 
ate. 

‘‘ There is no reason to suppose that per- 
sons described as Loyalists have not had a 
fair show from the Compensation Commis- 
sion. In fact, everything points to their 
having succeeded’ in doing very well as, a 
rule. Most of them got decrees from «thé 
County Courts at or about the time of the 
damage, and, although such decrees, where 
undefended, have been revised, nevertheless 
the position of the applicants is still probably 
a great deal better than that of numerous 
Trish supporters, who would not in those 
days go to the Courts for decrees, and are 
now having their claims severely handled in 
the Cumpensation Commission. 

It should be remembered that, under the 
Criminal Injuries Acts, injuries done by the 
LR.A. would all be regarded as malicious, 
while there is a danger that a considerable 
amount of loss inflicted by Crown forces may 
not have been compensated by reason of a 
contention that the action of such forces was 
of an official character.

PREMIER READY 
FOR CHALLENGE.

“We anticipate a general election 
immediately after the Irish Bill is 
through ” is one of the many forecasts 
in connection with the British political 
situation. It was made by Mr. Fenner 
Brockway, the Secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party, of which Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald is a member. 

The week-end speeches all contained 
hints of the imminence of the general 
election, and to-day the Labour Cabinet 
will meet at eleven o'clock for what will 
be probably the most vital meeting since 
Labour has been in office.

FARM TO BE BOUGHT NEAR 
BRUSSELS. 


“We consider,” Senator Parkinson told 
our representative, ‘‘that there are great 
possibilities about direct trading between 
Ireland and the Continent, and the company 
in which my colleagues and myself are in- 
terested will leave nothing undone to develop 
trade between Ireland and Belgium. 

“The company was called into existence 
because of the need of cattle and horses in 
Belgium, and it was patent that Ireland was 
an ideal source of supply of such -reguiré- 
ments; but we have no intention of -confin- 
ing the scope of our exports.to live stock. It 
is merely as a beginning that we are specialis- 
ing in working -horses and cattle. 

‘There will be return. cargoes from 
Belgium of commodities that we require in 
Ireland. 

‘The Belgian Government was concerned 
about its cattle supply. Heretofore it had 
two sources of supply, France and the Argen- 
tine. France has now no surplus cattle, ahd 
the Belgians considered .it desirable to aug- 
ment their South American imports. 

‘Subject to prices being right and to other 
considerations, we have undertaken to deliver 
in Belgium, between the middle of this 
month and the Ist of May next year, 20,000 
head of Irish fat cattle at the rate of not less 
tharg 500 head fortnightly, and in.the same 
period 100 working horses. 

“Then, also, we intend opening up as a 
side-line the trade with Belgium in thorough- 
bred horses. As it is, many Irish-bred race- 
horses are racing in Belgium, but very few— 
if any—of these are bought in Ireland and 
shipped directly from Dublin; however, that 
end of our business is a bit too technical to 
enter into here. 

‘We are in negotiation for a farm near 
Brussels, where we can park the ‘cattle we 
bhé from Dublin until prices are fevour- 
able for putting them on the market. We 
have had offers of two or three very fine 
farms, but so far have not closed with any 
offer. 

“ We shall utilise the farm to breed race- 
horses, for not all races in Belgium are open 
to imported horses; certain races—many of 
them valuable—are confined to Belclanbeod 
horses. 

“I have purchased as a speculation for 
myself the high-class stallion Scatwell for the 
farm; he should do well; and if our plans 
fall out as well as we think they will it will 
be possible to open up trade in thoroughbred 
horses with Germany and the Scandinavian 
countries. 

“The bankers to the company in Dublin 
are the Nationa] Land Bank, and in Brussels 
the Banque Belge.’’

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LIMERICK COUNTY COUNCIL 
AND THE BANKS. 


At a meeting of the Limerick County 
Council last Saturday, Mr, A. Mackey pro-

FASCISM. 


SIGNOR MUSSOLINL’S 
REVIEW.

MILAN, Sunday. 


The Constitutional Association last evening 
held a reception in honour of Signor 
Mussolini, which was attended by senators, 
deputies, and distinguished members of com- 
mercial and industrial circles. 

Signor Mussolini was greeted with loud 
applause. ‘After referring to the anxious 

riod in 1922, when it was, impossible: to 
orm a stable government, he said :—We 
made a revolution without the help of the 
Army. I respected the Church and the 
Constitution, and, in reality, formed what 
amounted to a Coalition Government, 

With regard to foreign policy, Signor 
Mussolini said: Our achievements have re- 
ceived so much praise from all sides that it 
is unnecessary for me to add my personal 
observations. I will, however, say that when 
I decided to go to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, Italy's foreign policy was in a state 
verging upon bankruptcy. Italy had made, 
at Rapallo, all ible sacrifices, but she had 
not obtained Fiume, because, in accordance 
with an article of the. Treaty of Rapallo, 
Fiume was to have become an inde 
State. Now, added Signor Mussolini, we 
have annexed Fiume to italy. 

The results of our financial policy are very 
brilliant ; it is enough to eee that the port 
of Trieste has regained its pre-war traffic, 
and that at Genoa two thousand wagons are 
loaded daily—that is to say, seven hundred 
more than before the war. 

PARTY LOYALTY. 

Signor Mussolini then proceeded to pay a 
tribute to the Fascisti party, which he said 
had never attempted to impose conditions on 
him. In any case, the party was aware that 
he would have rejected such conditions. The 
Premier declared that he considered it better 
that a nation should have-a Government com- 

sed of mediocrities, which was continuous, 
han.a Government composed of geniuses, but 
subject to interruption and exposed to all the 
caprices of Parliament. Fascism had ap- 
proached the problem from another stand- 
point, Fascism had come to office, not by a 
vote, but by means of a great sacrifice, which 
had left thousands of dead in the streets and 
squares of Italy. 

Signor Mussolini added that he could not 
conceive the possibility of Parliament getting 
rid of the Government, simply by a vote. 
Fascism was not like other parties, and con- 
sequently could not regard Parliament as 
the only place in which political difficulties 
should find a regular solution. 

It is ridiculous, the Prime Minister do- 
clared, to demand the abolition of the militia, 
which has rendered yeoman services in the 
past, and may have to do so again. The 
militia will take the oath of allegience to the 
King. i 

In the course of his reference to Italy's 
grówing population, Signor Mussolini said—I 
am very satisfied with the position. I shall 
never make any Malthusian or WNeo- 
Malthusian propagandist. The mere fact that 
other nations are afraid of decadence shows 
that we ought to be satisfied with the 
vigorous development of our country Every 
“sin the population grows by 440,000 people. 
n regard to German competition, he said 
that Italy would have to make serious efforts 
to meet the formidable campaign which she 
would have to make to recapture her foreign 
markets.

BAN ON GAMBLING.

FASHIONABLE CLUBS IN SPAIN 


FACED WITH RUIN. 


MADRID, Saturday. 

There is much ado in-Madrid and other 
busy centres of Spain over the Military Go- 
vernment’s decree suppressing gambling. The 
famous lottery is, of course, not included, this 
being a Government institution and a source 
of considerable revenue, and, indeed, it was 
expected that, with certain restrictions, 
gambling would be allowed all over Spain by 
a system of licences. 
In fact, however, not only the Casino at 
San Sebastian, which is the principal attrac- 
tion at Spain’s leading seaside resort, but the 
palatial Casino de Madrid, a private club with 
a £200 entrance fee and run on sumptuous 
lines, as well as the Military Club, have been 
warned to cover up their roulette and baccarat 
tables. The Bellas Artes (Fine Arts) Club, 
whose new and magnificent premises are half 
completed, and whose chief source of income, 
as is the case with all Spanish clubs, whether 
political or not, was gambling, is faced with 
ruin, and consternation reigns. 
Political enemies of the Military Govern- 
ment state that the clubs, excepting, natur- 
ally, the Military Club—which, after all, are 
not open to thé general public, and in this re- 
spect differ from the dens flourishing a year 
ago all over Spain in the disguise of club — 
have been forbidden to gamble solely on ac- 
count. of the political intrigues carried on in. 
them. Réprisals of this kind should doom 
the principal clubs in Madrid to bankruptcy. 
in a short a of time. It is generally 
stated that the Directorate dare not main-

A COUNCIL OF IRELAND. 


Mr. Johnson’s ee was delivered at a 
mass. meeting of Mid-Cork workers, in the 
Town Hall, Macrooni. He said that the 
position created by the Treaty had been com- 
pletely ‘spoiled by what’ he feared had been 
the Government’s failure to stand firm.  ' 

Notwithstanding the part of Clause 12 
which allowed the North to contract out of 
the Free State, the ultimate unity of the 
country was assured by the provision of a 
council, of which half the membership was 
to be nominated by the Free State, that was 
to have authority over railways, fisheries ‘and 
diseases of animals in the six Northern 
counties. The council was to be given power 
both of legislation and. administration in re- 
spect to those matters. , 

The existence of such a body, representative 
of all Ireland, ensured unify, and that was 
provided for in the very clause which is now 
causing so much trouble. So far as the ulti- 
mate unity of Ireland, politiaal and economical, 
was affected, that provision made it a 
certainty. 

But what had happened? Mr. J. H. Thomas 
informed the House of Commons last Wednes- 
day that the Treaty had already been altered 
once; that the Northern Government ‘had 
complained that the provision about the 
Council of Ireland was unfair to them, and 
that the Provisional Government had 
generously agreed that its operation should be 
semended for five years. Mr. Thomas said 
that that was an alteration of the Treaty, 

The Duke of Devonshire, the Secretary for 
the Colonies with the Baldwin Government, 
said that it was a variation of the Treaty. 
The Under Secretary (Mr. Ormsby Gore) in 
the House of Commons said that it was an 
alteration of the Treaty agreed to by the Pro- 
visional’ Government. ut when he (Mr. 
Johnson) called attention to those statements: 
made by British Ministers, the President 
denied that it was an alteration of the Treaty. 
Now Mr. Thomas, as Minister for the Colo- 
nies, repeated that the Treaty was altered 
by agreement with the Free State. 


DAIL NEVER AGREED. 


The Dail never had an opportunity of 
agreeing or disagreeing with any such pro- 
posal. 

He said that, in losing control of the rail- 
ways of the North, which the Treaty specially 
gave to the/Free State, they had given up 
the most potent power they possessed to 
bring the Nerth into union. with the South. 
It was to be hoped that if any negotiations 
were to be entered upon after the Dskadare 
Commission was. constituted, the existence of 
that right would be duly emphasised. 

A great deal had been said about the im- 
a, of the Chairman (Mr. Justice 

eetham) on that subject. He wanted to say 
nothing against that gentleman’s judicial 
temperament or to suggest conscious bias; 
but he did say that, in view of all that had 
been said recently by the British signatories 
to the Treaty, they could not place confidence 
in his judgment. The decisions of the Com- 
mission were to be his decisions. The Free 
State Government had already committed 
themselves to acceptance of his decisions. 

An arbitrator who had the destinies of 
thousands in his keeping ought not to have 
been subject to the pressure that Mr. Justice 
Feetham had been recently subjected to. 
What was his position? He was appointed 
by the British Government, and his qualifica- 
tions’ were that he had successfully carried 
out important work of a not dissimilar kind 
in India. He was a graduate of Balliol 
College, Oxford, where so many influential 
administrators had graduated. His associa- 
tions were of the Liberal Imperjalist school. 
He was a man likely to be called upon. to 
undertake further work for the British Go- 
vernment in the future, and to look for 
ee to those who were likely to form 

overnments in that country. 


SUGGESTED CHANGE. 


Mr. Justice Feetham, the arbitrator who had 
to interpret the terms: of reference, was 
told publicly and solemnly by six of the 
seven who signed the Treaty on behalf. of 
Britain—the seventh being a judge—what the 
meaning of the clause was, what was the 
intention of Parliament when they passed the 
Act ratifying the Treaty. And the Lord 
Chancellor of the day, who might be Lord 
Chancellor again (Lord Birkenhead), had 
gone so far as to suggest that any other 
interpretation would be a sign of insanity. 

Now, he (Mr. Johnson‘ submitted that 
with the best will in the world, a man in 
Mr. Justice Feetham's position could not. .né 
have been influenced by all that propaganda. 
He, therefore, said that they anid not have 
confidence in his impartiality, and he suggested 
to the Government that they ought to de-

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“KING: HUSSEIN’S 
ABDICATION. 


OFFER OF THRONE TO 
HIS ELDEST SON. 


“———— 


An ofhcial telegram, dated Mecca, Saturday 
night, which was received in ndon yes- 
terday from Seyed Ahmad, Chief Secretary to 
King Huasein, states that, owing to the pre- 
sent, critical position in the Hedjaz, King 
Hussein. abdicated last Saturday in favour of 
his eldest son, Emir Ali, heir to the 
Throne. 

‘Dr. Naji, the Hedjaz official in London, 
has received a, personal telegram from King 
Hussein, despatched a few hours earlier than 
the foregoing, announcing that the King had 
sent his youngest son, Emir Zaid, on a 
private visit to London. ' 

Dr. Naji, in an interview yesterday, said 
that the latest’ developments in Mecca are not 
altogether a surprise. 

“ When I was in the capital of the Hedjaz 
last month I had many conversations with 
King: Hussein regarding the expected course 
ofevents. Imbued entirely with patriotic 
and religious motives, and anxious at all 
costs to prevent an attack on the Holy City, 
the King told me that even then he was pre- 
pared to abdicate in case Ibn Saud’s aggres- 
sion should have any connection, however 
remote, with his own personality.” 

é“ There can be little doubt that when King 
Hussein received the telegram announcing the 
inability of Great Britain to intervene in re- 
sponse to his appeal, he thought that the most 

atriotic step Siore him was the one which 
8 has now adopted. . Before his abdication 
King Hussein took probably the best step he 
could in :ending his only available son, Emir 
Zaid, to see for himself the view taken in 
official British quarters of the Arab position. 

“ I have heard nothing to confirm the report 
that the Emir Ali has refused the throne, and 
so cannot express an opinion, except to say 
that the position is not an enviable one, either 
internally or externally. It is interesting to 
note that both the Emir Ali and Ibn Sand 
have been on friendly terms, and it is possible 
it the former succeeds his father that the pre- 
sent animosities may disappear. If the Emir 
Ali has refused the throne, the situation has 
become more complicated than ever, as, apart 
from him. there is no member of the Hashi- 
mite family to exercise anv influence at all in 
Mecca, in the absence of the Emir Zaid, who 
has been despatched to Britain.”

That, in view of the importance and diffi- 
culty of the problem, is a wise and proper 
decision. As Lord Salisbury pointed out, 
noble Lords of great influence wish to speak 
on the Bill, and it may be anticipated with 
confidence that their speeches, based on a 
prolonged and wide experience of Irish 
questions and Irish politics, will prove of 
valuable assistance in forwarding the aim of 
ultimate and lasting peace, which men of all 
parties have in view. 3 

In winding up the third reading debate in 
the House of Commons last week, Mr. 
Thomas remarked that the discussion of the 
Bill-in that House had clearly shown that its 
members, regardless of party, regardless 
of. their particular past in this 
matter, are genuinely anxious to do 
justice both to Ulster and to Southern Ireland. 
Members of the House of Lords, there can be 
no doubt, are animated by the same spirit, 
and desire the same end no less fervently. 
It is generally recognised that the whole Irish 
question, nied with it-that of the completion 
of the Boundary Commission, to which at 
the moment its problems and _ perplexities 
have been fined down, no longer belong to 
the sphere of party politics. 

For the present situation the Government 
in office have no responsibility. They have 
neither the wish nor the power to make out of 
it party capital. Their position is that as 
the responsible Government of this country 
they are bound, as Mr. Thomas said on 
Thursday, to be ‘honourable to th “Treaty,” 
and to show not only to Southern Ireland, 
not only to the Dominions, but to the world, 
that whatever party may be in power, and 
whatever may be the political fortunes of 
parties, there is a standard of horour that 
must be observed. That obligation they 
propose to carry out by placing the bill now 
under discussion on the Statute Book, and 
their decision has received the support of the 


| majority in the House of Commons.

‘The attitude of the Front 
of the Opposition to the 
which they have adopted was well 
and clearly expressed by Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain during the debate in the Com- 
mons. “ I cannot,” he said, “ conceive that 
at this stage of the proceedings, whatever 
alternative we may think ought to have been 
tried, it would be wise that the House of 
Commons should reject the Bill now pre- 
sented for third reading.”’ 

If, as is genérally expected, the majority in 
the House of Lords adopt this same view, 
and the Bill becomes law with their consent, 
the Irish Free State, for their part, will be 
bound to feel that everything possible has 
been done by the British Government and 
the Imperial Parliament to carry out the 
Treaty. But the fact remains, as Mr. 
Chamberlain solemnly urged the Government 
to realise, that they are also, under this 
Bill, making themselves trustees of the High 
Court of Parliament for Ulster. They have 
to do justice to the North as well as to the 
South, 

Mr. Thomas, in appointing the third 
Commissioner has to “act in his choice as if 
he were an Ulsterman.”’. That, he has told 
the House of Commons he is prepared to do. 
He has undertaken to accept the trust. He 
will endeavour to appoint someone who will 
not only be acceptable to Northern Ireland. 
but in a special degree its representative ; and 
he goes further still. The Government can- 
not, as he says, dictate to those who, as 
determined’ by the bill, will have the final 
word in the settlement of the boundary; but 
he has put clearly before them what the 
spirit and temper of the House of Commons 
will expect of them in the execution of their 
responsible duty. ““Your job, above all 
else,” he has told them, as the official inter- 
preter of that spirit. “is not to reopen a 
wound, not to create strife, but, above all, 
to bring some lasting peace to this vexed 
question.’" He trusts, too, that all Irish- 
men, North and South, will recognise that the 
British House of Commons, however reluc- 
tantly they may have ‘heen driven to this 
course, have two great ends in view. They 
are anxious, he said, neither to coerce the 
North, nor to do injustice to the South, and 
are only anxious that Irishmen may ultimately 
settle their own destiny by themselves, and 
in their own way.

AN OBSCURE POSITION. 


Tha Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes:—While all three political parties 
seem to be agreed that the country does not 
desire a general election at the present 
moment, the feeling is growing that matters 
are steadily drifting in such a direction that 
an appeal may become the only way out of 
the difficulty. 

The ‘matter is now one purely for the 
Cabinet in general, and for the Prime Minis- 
ter in particular. It is agreed that if he is 
determined to find a way out of his present 
troubles by means of a general election, then 
it will be practically impossible to avert it. 
The immediate position is that the Prime 
Minister is faced with a Conservative vote of 
censure and a Liberal amendment, demand- 
ing the setting up of a Select Committee to 
inquire into the circumstances attending the 
withdrawal of the Workers’ Weekly prosecu- 
tion. The likelihood at the moment is that 
the vote of censure will be defeated, and that 
the demand. for an inquiry will be carried. 
Mr. Macdonald must then decide whether 
such an inquiry can be held without sacrific- 
ing the dignity of the Government. Until 
that decision has been taken, the whole politi- 
cal position must remain obscure.

FRENCHMAN'S PROPOSAL 
ANNOYS NATIONALISTS. 


i BERLIN, Sunday. 

The well-known French “‘pacifist,’’ Professor 
Basch, of the Paris Sorbonne, who attended the 
Universal Peace Conference in Berlin, intends 
to speak at a meeting at Potsdam to-morrow. 
Lively scenes are anticipated if he does so, for 
the Nationalist organisations are violently 
excited at the audacity of a French pacifist 
in treading on the sacred soil which Frederick 
the Great and William the Second once trod, 
and they have summoned their members to 
appear en masse, and prevent Professor Basch 
from speaking. The Prussian Government 
has been asked to forbid the Frenchman's 
appearance. 

One proclamation issued by the Potsdam 
Nationalists says: ‘‘ The Frenchman must not 
speak in Potsdam. We shall find ways to 
prevent this unheard-of insult. Be ready.” 

The Nationalists are particularly wroth 
with Professor Basch, because in a speech 
which he made in Berlin a few days ago he 
trounced the German militarists with great 
candour. The Bavarian Government has. for- 
bidden him to sneak at Nuremburg, as he has 
intended, and Potsdam, as the headquarters 
of the reactionaries, has been accordingly 
selected instead.—(Reuter.)

THEHOWTH AFFAIR. 


SIR NEVIL MACREADY'S 
MEMORIES, 


—-—— 


Some sidelights are thrown on the gun- 
running in Northern Ireland and at 
Howth in the instalment from Sir Nevil 
Macready’s forthcoming book, ‘ The 
Annals of an Active Life,” which was pub- 
lished yesterday in the London Sunday 
Times. We quote the following ex- 


tracts :— : 
On April 25, 1914, England was startled by 
the news of Major Crawford's gun-running 
exploit at Larne, Bangor, and Donaghadee 
during the previous night. The whole affair 
was well organised, and, as the secret had 
been kept, no extraordinary measures had 
been taken by either troops or police... . 

I was not in the least surprised, for, as I 
have already said, the continued policy of 
drift had enfeebled the resources at the dis- 
osal of the Government. in the North of 
reland to an extent which gave the Orange- 
men practically a free hand. Had the 
Government desired to vindicate its authority 
after the arms were landed, there was no 
reason why those arms known to be in the 
shipyards could not have been secured. Such 
action might have led to bloodshed, but the 
Government would have regained its prestige. 


DUBLIN. CASTLE INTERVIEW. 


I was prevented by illness from going across 
on the day the news arrived, but reached 
Dublin on April 28, seeing the authorities 
there, looking over all reports which had been 
received, and arranging for the location of two 
battalions which were held in readiness to 
move North if required. Sir James Dougherty, 
the Under-Secretary, was very angry, and 
fairly screamed at me in his high-pitched voice 
because I was not prepared to dig up the 
whole of somebody’s Sensana: where the police 
reported arms had been buried. : 

I told him that if the police could point out 
the exact spot the thing might be done, but, 
in view of what I understood to be the present 
policy of the Prime Minister,.I was not going 
to concentrate a Jarge body of troops and 
police. to protect working parties while for 
days they dug up the whole estate, and to 
risk a pitched battle with the U.V.F., 
especially as the police report might have no 
foundation in fact. 

Sir James Dougherty, who had been a 
minister of religion before entering the Civil 
Service, struck me as being far-too old to hold 
any position in which steady nerves and calm 
judgment were required; but Dublin Castle 
has, I believe, always been famous for the 
human curiosities within its walls, of whom it 
has been my fortune to see not a few... , 


THE IRISH VOLUNTEERS. 


During the autumn of 1913, shortly after 
the announcement of Carson’s Provisional 
Government, steps were taken in Dublin by 
Professor MacNeill to raise a force to support 
the pretensions of Southern Ireland, be 
called the “ Irish Volunteers.” 

Fresh impetus was given to this movement 
by the ye Sips wweg at Larne and Donaghadee, 
and early in May, 1914, reports indicated that 
its activities were increasing in the North 
under the guidance of two ex-officers of the 
Regular Army, Colonel M. Moore and Captain 
White. I reported to the Government that 
the presence of these men was a greater 
menace than that of the U.V.F., because, 
while the latter were under a measure of 
control by their officers, the same did not 
apply to the Irish Volunteers, who at any 
moment might be the cause of serious rioting. 
I realised, of course, that. as the Government 
were unwilling to assert their authority over 
the Orangemen, they could hardly be expected 
to do so over their friends from the South. 

The presence of these two bodies, antagonistic 
to ach other and to the British Government, 
made it almost impossible to secure informa- 
tion that was of the slightest value. The in- 
telligence system of the R.I.C. had long 
become effete and unreliable, and any reports 
from that source were now coloured with the 
political or religious leanings of its source of 
origin, 


MR. ASQUITH’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


The political situation increased the already 
overstrained tension in the North, and on May 
19th, 1914, I again saw Mr. Asquith and im- 
pressed upon him the drift events were taking, 
especially the fears of the Lord Mayor of 
Belfast for the safety of his city. 

Mr. Asquith decided that in case of serious 
faction fighting between Orangemen and 
Nationalists, troops should not intervene and 
brun the risk of having to be extricated, but 
should isolate the area of the fighting until 
reinforcements arrived, If Carson proclaimed 
his Provisional Government, the only course 
was to remain on the defensive and do 
nothing, Mr. Asquith being of opinion that a 
proclamation would be issued by Carson which 
would clear the air and give an indication as 
to future action. If the ba Mayor chose to 
call on the U.V.F. to preserve order, a con- 
tingency he had hinted at, during one of our 
interviews, there should be no interíerence, as 
the responsibility rested on the Lord Mayor. 
On a further point as to what action shonid 
be taken if Special Service companies of the 
U.V.F. were despatched to Londonderry or 
other outlying places, Mr. Asquith was of 
opinion that there was no power to prevent it. 

With notes of these “heroic”? instructions in 
my pocket I returned to Belfast that night. 


HOWTH GUN-RUNNING. 


On July 21, 1914,, the abortive conference 
took place at Buckingham Palace, and on 
July 24 I received a note from Mr. Asquith 
directing me to proceed to Belfast at once. 
There was to be no change from the former 
policy, trooos were to “' sit tight ” and make 
no moves of any kind. If a Provisional Go- 
vernment was proclaimed the consequential 
proclamation by Carson would be awaited to 
enable the Cabinet to determine their next 
move. 

A more thoroughly unsatisfactory position 
for any soldier it is hard to imagine, but 
the open support of the Carsonites: - certain 
senior officers on the active list of the Army 
made it imperative in my eyes to see the 
business through, no matter where it might 
lead. 

News came to hand of the gun-running by 
the National Irish Volunteers at Howth, a 
village on the northern promontory of Dublin 
Bay, on Sunday, July 26. From thegopenly- 
expressed intentions of the Southern Irish to 
take a leaf out of Sir E. Carson’s book and 
to arm their adherents the affair created no 
surprise to those who had any acquaintance 
with conditions in Ireland. The difference 
between the operations of the N.I.V. and the 
U.V.F. was that the former carried out their 
exploit in broad daylight, instead of taking 
advantage of darkness, like their brethren in 
the North. On the morning of July 26 a 
yacht ran alongside the jetty at Howth, where 
it was met by a considerable body of the

The driver of the wagon said that he was 
going at about five miles an hour at the 
time, but the driver of the motor. wagon 
said that the speed of the wagon must have 
been about twevle miles an hour, as his own 
vehicle was travelling at eight miles an hour. 

The accident occurred at a place where 
there is a sharp dip and turn in the road.

EXHIBITION. 


Mr. J. Humbert Craig is the latest among 
Irish artists to give a Dublin exhibition of 
his own’ paintings. _A Northerner, he has 
brought some sixty landscapes to Mills’s Hall, 
Merrion Row, Dublin, where a number of 
guests inspected them last Saturday afternoon. 
Mr.. Craig’s contributions to the last exhibi- 
tion of the Royal. Hibernian Academy 
attracted attention. They stood out con- 
spicuous.in merit, with Mr. McKelvey.as the 
contributor’s only ‘rival in a gracious style 
of landscape painting. Mr. Craig s style 1s 
smooth and satisfying in a quiet way. His 
pictures are executed with a serene compe- 
tence, leaving a secure impression of symmetry 
and finish. ‘‘ Mulhara Cave, Breaghey’’ (No. 
13) is one of the most characteristic examples 
of his best work. It is easy to see that the 
deep blue of the placid pool: within the cave 
appealed to him more than the awe-striking 
masses of rock-wall. In his work, as a whole, 
he shows a natural affection for the gentler 
aspects Of the scenery of his favourite sketch- 
ing haunts in Antrim and Donegal. 

The sixty pictures, all of moderate size, are 
well spaced out on the walls of the exhibition 
hall, so that Mr. Craig’s attractive landscapes 
are well seen. The show is worthy of the 
attention of picture-buyers--who must form 
a numerous class in Dublin, seeing how large 
a number of artists have taken the trouble 
to exhibit their pictures here in the past year 
or two.

FOUND IN DUBLIN HOUSE. 

In the Southern District Court, Dublin, 
on Saturday, Joseph O'Shaughnessy, who was 
described as a printer, and ex-soldier of the 
National. Army, appeared before Mr. Cussen 
to answer a charge of being in possession of 
firearms and ammunition at 9 Harold road, 
North Circular road, contrary to the pro- 
visions of the Firearms (Regulations) Act, 
1924. 

The arms and ammunition stated to have 
been found in the house consisted of :— 

1 parabellum automatic pistol, 

3 Webley revolvers, 

39 rounds .45 dum dum revolver ammuni- 

tion. 

56 rounds .44 revolver ammunition. 

28 rounds .45 revolver ammunition, 

8 rounds .39 revolver ammunition.

3 rounds .303 rifle ammunition. 

15 rounds .44 Winchester miniature rifle 

ammunition. 

4 rounds .38 rifle ammunition. 

1 round Mauser rifle ammunition. 

Accused was further charged with having 
in his possession at the same place, a military 
great coat, a revolver holster, a Sam Brown 
belt, two army leather belts, a quantity of 
first-aid dressing, and a: pair of handcufis, 
and with failing to give a satisfactory account 
of them. 

Detective Officer Jordan gave evidence to 
the effect that he visited the house on Friday 
evening, and found the arms, ammunition and 
other articles. He was accompanied by 
Detective Officer Glynn, and subsequently 
he took accused to College Police station. 
When accused was charged and cautioned 
he stated that he had nothing to say. Witness 
was unable to find that accused had any per- 
mit for the weapons or the ammunition. 

Accused denied that the ammunition was 
hidden in the house. He said that it was 
*‘ knocking around.”’ 

The dectective, in replying to the Justice, 
said that he found some of the ammunition 
on the top of a dresser and some concealed 
in a kit bag. | 

Detective Glynn corroborated: the evidence 
of Detective Jordan.

OBITUARY. 


MR. AUGUSTUS SPENCER. 

Mr. Augustus Spencer, who for twenty 
years was Principal of the Royal College of 
Art, South Kensington, died early on Satur- 
day morning, while on a visit to his native 
town, Silsden, near Keighley, Yorkshire. 

When working as a “half-timer’’ in a 
mill, Mr. Spencer attended Keighley Grammar 
School and Schooi of Art, and at the age of 
21 won a scholarship at the Royal College of 
Art. Four years later he became head master 
of the School of Art, Coalbrookdale, Shrop- 
shire, and later was appointed head master 
of the Leicester School of Art. In 1900 he 
was selected as principal of the Royal College 


of Art, South Kensington, and he held the} 


appointment until his retirement on pension 
four years ago. Mr. Spencer. who was 64 
years of age, was unmarried. 


MR. ALEXANDER M. WILSON.
